Owing to the new Medical Building 
occupying part of the site of last 
‘oars rink it was necessary to find a 
new location for this year. It was 
decided to build on the north-east 
corner of the campus, in front. of 
Pembina. A committee of 
Banks, “Lettie” Cleland and “Scottie” 
McAllister were placed in charge of 
rink affairs for the season. These 
men earnestly solicit the support of 
the student body to make it a success 
this year. A season ticket will be Two 
Dollars and single admission Twenty- 
five Cents. An official will be in at- 
tendance at the rink at all timés and 
ticket holders only will be permitted to 
skate or play hockey. Faculty team 
managers are urged to see that all 
their players are provided with a sea- 
son ticket. - _

Students Pay Only Three Dollars 

All students registered in the Uni- 
versity are required by the Students’ 
Union to pay an annual fee of three 
dollars. which is applied to the estab- 
lishment. of a, Medical Service Fund. 
This fund is administered by a com- 
mittee consisting of the President of 
the University, the Provost, the Medi- 
eal Director, and the President of the 
Students’ Union. In return for the fee 
paid, students are entitled to free med- 
ical treatment in case of illness or 


accident during the University session. 
This includes provision for hospital 
charges, nursing, medicine, ambulance, 
physicians’ fees and costs of minor 
operations. No provision is made, how- 
ever, for cases of illness contracted be- 
fore the beginning of the _ session, 
chronic diseases nor cases not immed- 
iately reported to the Medical Director. 


Founding of Department Under 
Dr. Moshier 
In order to understand the magnitude 
of the work imposed upon this depart- 


ment, it will be necessary to follow the 
history of the Medical Services from 


its inception at the opening of the Un- 
iversity in 1912, when the Medical Ser- 
vices Committee was appointed. The 
late Major Moshier, who at the time 
of his death was Officer Commanding 
of the 11th Field Ambulance in France 
was. chosén as the first Medical Di- 
rector. Dr. Moshier, who was a pro- 
fessor in medicine, devoted his time, 
until his G@eparture overseas ‘In the 
Spring of 1916, to the requirements of 
the students without any special re- 
muneration. 


Present Director in Charge 


Dr. Gordon C. Gray undertook to 
act as Director during Dr. Moshier’s 
absencg. Only one stipulation was 
made by Dr. Gray before engaging in 
this arduous task. The existing equip- 
ment was not at all sufficient and Dr. 
Gray asked that any unexpended bal- 
ance of the medical fees that remained 
at the end of the session might be de- 
voted to purchasing diagnostic appar- 
atus> for use of the Medical, Service 
work. This was agreed to by the Com- 
mittee.

THE DRAMATIC SOCIETY 


“The Rise of Drama Among The 
Greeks.” 


Doctor Alexander delivered a lecture 
to the Dramatic Society on Monday 
evening at eight o’clock, in the Lounge, 
Athabasca Hall. Followin ghis lecture, 
“Antigone,” one of Sophocles’ dramas 


-was read by members of the Dramatic 


Society. 


Doctor Alexander began by a sum- 
mary of the two forms of art among 


the. Greeks: static and dynamic. The 
former includes. painting, sculpture 
and architecture; the latter is com- 


prised of music, and poetry. 

A notable form of the dynamic art 
is drama. It means a performance; a 
presentation of action. Here the poet 
reveals his purpose through a series 
of related actions. In the highest 
forms of drama, as shown by Aeschylus 
and Shakespeare, the writer conceals 
his own personality by the grandeur 
of dramatic poetry. 

The origin of the drama, among the 
Greeks at least, is religious. Thus 
drama appears in the first instance as 
an imitative representation of a god, 
depicting his joys or sorrows. The 
writer is always trying to put his ideas 
in a form that can be readily grasped 
by the people. Dr. Alexander here 
referred to the teaching of Mathemat- 
ies. At first diagrams are used to 
impress the learner and concentrate 
his thoughts. But in higher mathe- 
matics the diagram is unknown. 

The Greek drama develops on two 
lines—comedy and. tragedy. Tragedy 
is: employed particularly. “Its origiri is 
the “Goat Song,” a religious event. 
The first tragic singers were likely a 
choir in goat disguises, According to 
Greek Mythology these must. have 
been satyrs, followers of the rural 
deity Pan, and ‘were half-beasts, half- 


“men.

Militia, can produce certificates of 
qualification obtained in the Officers’ 
Training Corps, will be exempted from 
further examination and confirmed in 
their rank corresponding to appoint- 
ment-and certificate held. By means 
of the facilities thus offered to. those 
who -wish to serve their country with 
the least possible.-interference with 
their civil career, it is hoped that the 
supply of officers may be increased 
and that units may. not only be com- 
plete in officers on mobilization, but 
also. have. a surplus in the junior com- 
missioned rank in order to,make good 
the losses which will-occur in war. 

3. The Canadian -Officers’ Training 
Corps forms no part of the organiza- 
tion for war and will not be called out 
for active service asa corps. In: case 
of’a “levee en masse” its members are 
liable to military service under. the 
Militia Act in» the same way as all 
other male inhabitants of Canada. 

4. It ise the duty of every Canadian 
to be ready to defend his Country in 
case of need, and it is clear that with 
the universities of the Dominion lie 
an especial responsibility for training 
men as officers in all branches of the. 


service, especially in shoes of a more)

5. Every man who dole the C.O.T.C..

Greek tragedy never went beyond this 
number of speakers at one time on 
the stage. 


We have now three actors: the pseu 
two “answers”, and a chorus of forty- 
eight, divided into two companies of, 
twenty-four each. The chorus are able. 
to change costume as well as the poet. 
We find as many as three disguises 
with a final revelation in a fourth ap- 
pearance, in a satyric drama. As 
these plays become more complicated 
and difficult to: put on, the chorus is 
divided into groups of twelve in the 
time of Aeschylus, and to fifteen by 
Sophocles. As the Greek drama de- 
velops changes take place. A princi- 
ple one is the loss of the satyric drama 
or comedy play. from the sets of four 
plays put on together... The: “Cyclops” 
of Euripides is the only satyric -drama 
now extant. We find that “Alcestis” 
is the fourth play of a Tetrology, but 
not of the old conventional sort, like: 
Huripides’ “Cyclops”. As the old sa- 
tyric drama declines there arises a’ 
new form of dramatic art to take its 
place.. Comedy grows up and is form- 
aly recognized by the state in 465 
RCs
